osm Thus Homer, like enother Proteus , aflumes feveral) 
oims: He isSublime, when his Subject requires it; and 
fometimes he flags: Now he Thunders ; and now he on- 
ly Murmurs: He fhews himfelf to be a perfect Imitator 
of Nature upon all Occafions. 

Poetry was firt corrupted in the Schools of Declai- 
mers: This Corruption increafed by the Writers of Ro- 
mances, who departing from Truth, carried their Rea- 
dezs into a kind of Chimerical World. They were far 


from imitating Homer, who defcribes Human Paffions fuch 
as they are, and never afcribes to his Hero’s any Virtue 
exceeding the Power of Nature. 

Oar Author thinks that the firft Defign of Poetry was 
to give Men general Notions of Morality, Religion, and 
Philofophy, under theCover of Fables and Fi@ions; for 
which he inftances upon Linus.and Orpheus. Homer, fays 
he, following their Steps, defcribes the Laws of Nature 
and Politicks in his [liad ; and Human Paffions in the Per. 
fon of Ubfes, in his Odyfley. Epick Poetry is che moft 
a for fuch.a Defign. An Epick Poem takes in a great 

ariety of Events, and confequently affords many Occa- 
fions of difplaying the different Characters of Men, and 
difcovering the fecret Motives of their A@tions. Which 
fhews thac an Epick Poem is much of the fame Nature 
with that of the Drama: Only the Poet does not appear 
in a Dramatick Piece ; befides, this fort of Poetry con- 
fifts rather in. AGtion than Narration , and is. confin’d 
within a fhocter Time. When a.Déama reprefents great 
Men; and Political Affairs, ’tiscall’d a Tragedy : When 
it reprefents the Domeftick Tranfaétions of Private Per. 
fons; it goes by the Name of Cameédy: The firft. pro. 
duces difmal Events, and the fecond affords Mirth and 
Pleafure; which is the Reafon why the fame:Nations are 
not choy Hohe coma in both: When theRomeans brought 
upon the speteme Hiftories of their own Nation, they 

had not the fame Succefs as whénthey reprefented a Greek 
Hiftory : The ‘Gravity and. Majefty) of that People did 
not allow of it, as Politian rightly obferves ; ran

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After thefe Reflexions upon Poetry, he proceecs 
ceeds to give the following Charetters of the moft Gele~ 
biated Poets. HOMER, fays he, has painted out Human 
Life in his Poems: The Ast of leace and War, and Po- 
lit:cks, are defcribed in his Viad : His Odyiley contains 
the Dries of Private Pe:fons, and the whole Extent of 
Occonomicks. HESIOD’s Style is plain, and adapted to 
his Subje@ : He is concife every where; whereas Homer 
gives himfelf a fiee Scope. &SCHYLUS has a noble 
Simplicity, and appears Learned tho’ Populaz. He care- 
fully imitated Nature, and admirably exprefs’d the Cha- 
ra€ier of Princes, under the Perfon of Prometheus : Tis 
therefore with great Reafon that driftophanes gives him 
the firft Rank among the Tragick Poets. SOPHOCLES 
diftinguifhed himfelf by the Beaury of his Style, the No- 
velty of his Connexions, and the Loftinefs of hisThoughts 
and Expreflions ; by an exact Diftriburion of the Scenes, 
aad ancble Harmony : He infinuates more than he fays ; 
be conceals his Skill and Learning, and keeps a Medium 
berween Art and Nature. EURIPIDES has an admirable 
and fruitful Genius; and difcovers a great Facility, at. 
tended with a noble Gravity. He particularly fhews his 
Skill in Defcribing Charafters, and making Apologies ; 
but he is inferior to Sophocles in his Narration. ARISTO- 
PHANES is a loofe, impious , obfcene, and mercenary 
Foct; but he has a wonderful Genius: His Satyrical 
Strokes are admirable ; and he difcovers.a peculiar Talent 
of adapting to his Subject fuch Things as feem the moft 
foreign to it. Among the Lyrick Poets, PINDAR has a 
Lofty Style , adorn’d with choice and noble Sentences ; 
and his Encomiums upon Private Perfons are always fuit- 
ed ro their Condition, and agreeable to Truth, TheVer- 
fes of ANACREON are eafy and fmooth, and adapted to 
his Subje&. There is a great Simplicity in Theocritus, 
tho’ his Poems are elaborate: When he deicribes the moft 
tender Paffion, he ftill talks like a Shepherd , and all his 
Thoughts feem to be the Produ& of a Rural Life. MOS. 
GHUS and BION are not lefs to be efteem’d: The Epi- 
taph of the latter upon Adonis, is full of a Charming 
Sweetnefs. 


the Latin Poets , PLAUTUS interfperfed the 
new Comedy with the Wit and Humour of the old: He 
ig very diverting, and abounds with new and Curious 
Things; but he is fometimes too popular. TERENCE 
writ in a Politer Age , and therefore his Style is more 
elegant ; but it-comes nearer the Gravity of Tragedy, 
than the Humour of Comedy : He is very fententious; 
but becaufe he feldom rallies, Plautus.is above him in 
that refpedt: LUCRETIUS. is a very. great Poet, both on 
account of the Difficulry. of: his U odaarskideey"'and the 
happy Succefs of his Performance. He: difcovers an ad- 
mirable mee « and a great deal of Majefty and Sweet- 
nefs, even in 
Quimilian* made a wrong Judgment of him. CATUL- 
LUS fhews an equal Genius for Heroick, and Hendeca- 
fyllabical Verfes, and for Bpigrams , . wherein he far ex- 
ceeds Martial. His Railleries are very Natural ; and the 
Reader is better pleas’d with his lively Pi€tures than with 
his witty Conceits. He is hap } 
His Verfes are very accurate, but fomewhat carelefs, 


when he treats of Love; which is rather a Beauty than. 


aEaule. VIRGIL carried the Latin Poetry to the high- 
eft Perfeftion. He took into his Aneids whole Paflages 


and Deferiptions out of Homer; part of which have been. 


colleéted by Macrobiuss but he did ic with great Art, and 
enrich'd the Latin Tongue with the Spoils of the Greek. 
His Digion is fublime and majeftick : To keep up this

moft intricate Subjeéts} and therefore 


py in deferibing Paffions : 
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Chara@er throvghcut his Work, he avoided all mean 
SubjeQs. However, he is inferior to Homer, whatever 
Fubius Cefar Scaliger may fay to the contrary , for which 
fie has been 1epioved by hisown Son. That Poet is a. 
bove Hefied in his yeas the Verfes whereof can ne. 
ver be fufficiently praifed; but he yields to Theocritus in 
his Eclogues. HORACE is Subtil and Eloquent. His 
Odes come near the pcan of thofe, that were written 
by the Greck Poets. His Satyrs, interfperfed with feve. 
ral Strokes of the Ancient Comedy, and feafon'd with 
4ttick Sale, contain a natural and lively Defcription of 
Vices andVirtues. JUVENAL is a Learned and Eloquent 
Poet ; bur like a Declaimer, he inveighs againft the great. 
eft Vices, and fays nothing of thofe that Men are moft 
Subje& to. One wou'd think he rather intended to di. 
{cover Human Imperfections than to mend them ; and 
that he hated Men more than their Vices. Horace tcok a 
different Method ; and in this Refpe& is much above him. 
TIBULLUS writes with great Purity and Elegance, and is 
very Harmonious, PROPERTIUS has a great Genius 
for Lyrick Poetry, and is as well qualified to tieat a Sub. 
lime Subject as to defcribe an Amorous Paflion. O7p 
wou'd have an Univerfal Approbation , had he had the 
Command * of his Wit, and polifh’d all his Works as 
carefully as his Books de Faftis. 


The Author, in the next place, gives us the CharaSter 
of fevera] Jralian Poets , who writ Latin Poems, when 
Learning was revived and encouraged under the Ponti. 
ficate of LeoX. ‘The Style, fays he, of P ALINGENIUS, 
in his Satyr entitled Zodiacus , is adapted to his Subje& ; 
and therefore Scaliger has no Reafon to fay that it is too 
mean. PONTANUS wasa Man of great Learning, and 
writ feveral Sorts of Poems; but he is not corre@ enough, 
and wants Politenefs. C4PICIUS, in his Books de princis 
pit rerum, difcovers more Knowledge than Genius: He’ 
undertook to imitate Lucretius, but he is ¢ Inferior to him. 
AONIUS VERULANUS had a nobler Defign in his Excel]. 
lent Work de Immortalitate Anime, wherein he confutes 
Lucretius with the Poetical omg of that great Poet. But 
FRAC ASTOR exceeds them all ; His Siphilis may contend 
with Virgil’s Geargicks, and fhews how far Philofoph 
can go, when attended witha Poetical Enthufiafm. bk 
liger had no Reafonto cenfure SANN4Z ARIUS, becaufe 
he brought into his Chriftian Poem, de partu Virginis, the 
Dryads and the Mufes, fince Ite only meant-by them‘ 
Pfees of Nature; fuch as the Fertility of the Earth,-ehe 
Calmnefs of Waters, &c, in the fame.manner as the, Pro. 
phets exhort the Earth, the Sea, and the Winds, to praife 
their Maker. VIDA has been alfo unjuftly blamed for 
adorning Angels, in his Chrifteis, with Military Enfigns, 
and making chem fubje&t to Human Paflions; fince hewe« 
prefents thofe Paffions attended with Virtue ; and 'tigan 
unjuit chingto blamein a Poet what is allowed in a Painter. 
The Author gives alfo his Judgment of Politian, Beye, 
Navagerio, Corte, Flaminius Gaftilioncys , Sadvlst, Johp 
Baptist Amaltheys, and Theophilus Folengus, who conceal’d, 
himfelf under-the Fictitious Name of Merlinus Coccaius, :

T H E. Divines of the Univerfity of Lowvainz have al- 
ways diftinguifh’d themfelves by their Applicati- 

on to the Study of the Holy Scripture ; and many have 

explain’d or tranflated the Sacred Writings. Such are 
Rampenius, Fromondus, Janfon, Hareus, the two Fanfenius, 
and Efius. Auguftin Hunnew, and Lucas Brugenfis, had the 
Direttion of the Polygle Bible printed by Plantin. Lwu- 
cas Brugenfis was very well skill'd in the Greek, and the 
Oriental Languages, and had been Inftru&ted by Father 
Wiliam Harlemius a Jefuit, who had alfo a Hand in che 
Printing of the Polyglot Bible. Jobm Hentenius Revifcd 
the whole Bible upon feveral ancient Manuftripts, and 
publifh’d it, by Order of Charles V. That Edition is 
known by the Name of the Lowvain-Bible. It was the 
moft corrett Text of the Vulgar, before the Correéti- 
ons of Sixtus V. and Clement VIII. Nicolas de Wingbe, a 
Regular Canon of St. Martin at Louvain, Tranflated it in- 
to Flemifh : Nicolas de Leyze, a Licentiate of Diviniry, 
made a French Tranflation of it, being affifted in that 
Work by Nicolas de Larben, Prior of the Celeftins of 
Hervelé We muft add to thofe Authors, Ryckel, Abbot 
of St. Gertrude; Paludanus, of the Order of Sc. duguftin ; 
Lewu de Bleis ( Blofius) a Bemed:iine ; Moerbesius, a Nore 
bertin; Beets, a Carmelite; Magdalius Gaudanus, a Domini- 

can ; Bellarmin, Tirinus, Delrio, Schottus, Boufrerius, Core 
neliug a Lapide, Jefuits; Laftly, Titchmanus, Sasbeldus, 
Mahufins, Zegerus, and our Author, Religious of the Or- 
der of St. Francis. ; 

The Work of Father de Buckcntop is divided: into 
Three Books. Inthe Firft, he explains the Ambiguities 
of the Vulgar. Thofe Ambiguities proceed from the 
Latin, and cannot be underftood and removed without 
the help of the Original Texr. For Inftance, we readin 
the Lamentations, Chap. LL, v. 23. Novi diluculo, multa eff 
fides tua. The Word Novi migut eafily be taken for the 
Preter-Tenfe of Nofco: and the French Tranf{lator under- 
flood it fo, F'ay conuu des le matin. Thomas Aquinas, Hugo 
de Sante Vittere, and Nicolas de Lyra, took it in the fame 
Senfe- But Bowaventura obferves, agreeably to rhe He- 
brew Text, that Novi isa Noun. Our Author confiims 
this Explication by quoting the Hebrew Words, which he 
renders Recentes fingulu matutinis , and explains the whole 
Paffage thus : The Effe&ts of thy Mercy, O my God, are 
renewed every Morning: Thou art moft faithful in fulfilling 
thy Promifes. Laudate pueri Dominum. If any one fhou'd 
think that Pueri fignifies Children in this Place, he wou'd

miftake the Senfe of the Word, wikes fignifies Servants, 


as it appears by the Hebrew. The Author follows tSe 
Order of the Books contain d in the Bible, and obferves 
upon thefe Words of the Revelation, ChapX v. 4. 
Signa, quae locuta Junt feptem tonitrua, & mili ea Scribere, 
that Signs is a Verb, andnoca Noun, as fome Iaterpic- 
ters fancy. 

The Second Book contains the doubtful and various 
Readings of the Vulgar. Father de Bukentop enquies 
into the true Reading, and endeavours to fix it by 
his Skill in the Original Languages, and the beft Critical 
Rules, He prevents an Obje&tion, which might be rai- 
fed againit him ; viz. That this isan Imprudentand Rath 
Undertaking, fince the Popes, and the Roman Correstors, 
by their Order, have taken care to publith a Correét E- 
dition of the Vulgar. His Anfwer is, That the Pria- 
ters, and even thole of Rome, have noc exactly follow. 
ed the Corrections ; That they have committed new 
Faults, which have been continued, and even multi- 
plied fince the firft Edition of Rowe; And laftly, Thac 
it has been the conftant Opinion of the moit Learned 
Men in the Church, that the Vulgar mightreceive a ncw 
Degree of PerfeGion. The Author obferves the fame 
Order as in the Firft Book. Here are fome of his Cor- 
reCtions. 1 Chron, Chap. VIII. v. 2. Mehufim genuit Abi« 
tob. He thinks it were better to read de Hujim, or ex 
Hufim, Mebufim does not appear to be the Name of any 
Body ; whereas Hufim is the Name of the Wife of Saba 
raim, who Divorced her, when fhe had brought to him 
Abitoh, The Hebrew Words fignify, And by Hufim, as - 
they have been rendred by Pagninw, Arias Montanus, and 
fome others. Job, Chap. XXIX. v. 24. Vel celte fowlpans 
tur in filice. Vel celte does not agree with the Hebrew, nor 
with the Greek, The Hebrew Word fignifies for ever. 
"Tis true, Pope Gregory I. read Celte, and it is to be found 
ftillin fome Ancient Copies; but it can’t be denied thac 
it is an Infignificant Barbarifm, The Dominicans, who 
Corre&ted the Bible, by Order of Father Jourdain their 
General, took notice of this Mittake about Pive bun- 
dred Years ago, and made a Note importing, that the 
true Reading was certe ; that is, firmly , fedfaftly. Plalm 
CXXXI. v. 15. Viduam ejus benedicens benedicam. The 
Hebrew Word does not fignify a Widow, but Diet, Food, 
and particularly Venifon, St. Jerome obferves that the 
Septuagint, Aquila, and Symmachus, did rightly Tranflate 
it Sieg, Food, and that the Tranfcribers, thro’ a Miftake, 
changed the Word into x#2¢, a Widow ; and therefoie 
Calvin is not the firft, who cook notice of chat Errot. 

The Third Book treats particularly of the Edition of 
Sixtus V. in t1s90. The Author compares it with that 
of Clement VIII. and carefully obferves all the Paflages, 
wherein thofe two Editions differ from one another. 
The Council of Trenr order'd that the oe fhould be 
Revifed. Sixtus V. caufed their Decree to be Executed, 
Clement VILL. carried the Execurion to a greater Perf. 
&ion, at leaft in moft Places, wherein there was fume 
Difficulry ; and his Edition being more accurate thaa 
thatof Sixtus V. he Hepat it co the other in 1592. 
The Edition of Sixtus V. was ufed but a fhore time, au 
has not been Reprinted fince it was appre 4 ; which is 
the reafon why it is grown {0 fCarce : nd therefore the 

Work. of Bather de tukentop is the more valuable, becaufe 
that Edition is to be found entire in a few Sheets. Not 
contented to compare the Editions of the two Popes, he 
further examines wherein the one is more correct than 
the other; and to that'end perufys the whole Text, And 
becaufe Vope Chmenr VIiI em twa Ediciones of 
the Vulgar, one in 1592, ( as has been already fhid ) and 
the other in 1593; tie Author thotght thac if he coni- 
pared them, he might difcover‘fome Differences woyth 
taking notice of. He was not rN ta his Hopes ¢ 
The Reader will find here a Lift of the Paflsges chat va- 

from one another, and ‘then fone Obit vations’ upon 
them. Thefe Odfervarions aré atrended’ with the Cor- 
reGtions occafion’d by the Printers of -he Merian in the. 
Editions of Cl.mnt VIL. Father de Bakeasop thews, at 
the end of this Book, char the Edicion of PlaarAfin 1018, 
which mot Printers have followed, aod which has been 
thought hitherro to be peifceSily agreeable to thar of she 
Varican, does frequently differ from ic He blames t¢ 
Priarer for his Boldncfs, as being contiary to che expre lg 
Prohibitions of the Roman Pont ffs; but at the iame 
time appioves fome of his Coriections.

' T ot Work is divided into Three Parts. In the fir ft 
the Author pretends, that the Angels carried to Ter ae, 
a little Towa of Dalmatia, the Houfe where the oly 
Virgin lived, before they removed it to Loretto. The 
Second Part contains the Teftimonies, on which the Au- 
thor grounds what he advances in the firft ; and in the 
third, he defcribes the prefent State of the Church of 
Terfaite, and mentions the feveral Changes it has under- 
gone ever fince its Foundation. That hurch was built 
in 145}. under the Pontificate of Nicolas V. by the Count 
Martin of the Family of the Frangipani, and Lord of 
Ter ake. 

Father de Burgos, who has fucceeded the Abbot Fonta- 
nini in the Profefforfhip of Eloquence in the College 
della Sapienza, has made a Latin Lifcourle, fhewing the 
neceflity of Eloquence, and the ufe that ought to be 
made of itin treating of Religious Subjects.

Thofe, who have undertaken to Colle& the beft Pie- 
ces of the I¢nlian Poets, go on with that Defign ; and the 
fecond Part of that Colle&ion has been lately imparted 
to the Publick.

Sethus Calvifius is one of the Learned Men mention’d 
by M. Goetzius. He was born at Gor{chleben, a Village of 
Thuringia, in 1556. and he died at Leipfick in i615. Be= 
ing very Poor in his younger Years, he got his Liveli- 
hood by his Skill in Mufick, which he learn’d very ear« 
ly ; and had fuch plentiful Alms beftowed upon him at 
Magdeburg, that he found himfelf in a Capacity to fpend 
fome Time in the Univerfity of Helmffad. He made a 
great Progrefs in the Languages, Chronology, and Aftro- 
nomy. We have fome Books written by him upon thofe 
Sciences, and upon Mulick, which he continued to teach. 
His Chronology has been printed five times, both in Foe 


lio and in Quarto. The firft Edicion came out in 1605. 
and the laft in 1685.

Francis de Maucroix was born at Noyon, Fan. 7. : 
He had been an Advocate; but he left Pas Proffliog 
to apply himfelf to the Beles Lettres. Afterwards he was 
made Canon of Rheims, where he died April 9. 1708.
